The Ooldeu Opportunity. 

Thero probably never was a poriorj ia 
the history of this colony when the 
vigorous pr08oeation of certain publio 
■works involvod suoh important couso* 
qaetcos. It is at all tiaoen desirablo 
that reproductive works, works calou* 
lated at once to facilitate and promote 
development and create a markot for 
labor in tho oolony, Bhould rooeive at« 
tention ; end perhaps one of the great- 
est faults has boen tho negloot of thoso. 
But it is v* ben one feels that the Col- 
ony is on the ove of receiving a large 
and sodden addition to its population 
that Buoh subjects acquire peculiar in- 
terest and assume paramount import- 
ance. ' It baa ever been the misfortune 
of British Columbia that its population 
lua boon too couoh absorbed with a 
singlo interest and concentrated upon 
ono locality. For years wo have seen a 
single gold-bearing creek enjoying a 
monopoly of attention, offort and com- 
merce. Tho creek was marvellously 
rich, no doubt ; and tbo attraction was, 
of course, irresistable. It yielded up- 
wards of tweaty millions. It proved a 
source of wealth to many, and of rnin 
to moro. Probably thore is no instance 
on record whoro so small an area has 
yielded so largo an amount of treasure 
to suoh limited and imperfect effort. 
!Nor is that fabulous oreek exhausted. 
"What it has dono in the past it may do 
again a There are wollinformed and soion- 
titio men who hold the opinion that tho 
richest doposits of the creek system of 
Cariboo still lie undisturbed; and wo 
have no disposition to dispnte the theory. 
But tbo rich golden stores of British 
Columbia are not confined to the region 
of country which takes its namo from 
the big doer of the North. Indeed, it 
now becomes a question whether the 
richest dopoBits are thore. Even now, 
creeks which are yot nameless threaten 
to dispute" the palm with William; and 
thoro would appear to be no reason for 
doubting that tho talismanio influence of 
Cariboo will bo absorbed in Omineca 
and Peaco. But it should over be borne 
in mind that these deposits, however 
rioh, are not per se a source of wealth to 
the colony. Nay, they are of doubtful 
bonetit, unless the development of them 
is made to contribute to the ereation and 
development of more substantial and 
enduring interests. A3 a moans of at- 
tracting population they are most val- 
uable ; but if the working of our gold 
mines is not made to contribute towards 
the building up of a rural population the 
colony can only suffer impoverishment 
by the operation— bo robbed of its rioh 
treasure, i' or instance, if the minorB 
consume only foreign produotion«,whilo 
digging out and carrying away our hid- 
den wealth, how can the prooess bo 
other than impoverishing f Doubtless 
the trade thus created would give em' 
ployment to ubipa, and tradors, and 
carriers, and tbo like ; but all these, 
being wholly dependent upon the gold* 
miner, would disappear with him, and 
the colony would relapse into its prime- 
val solitude, only so muoh tho poorer 
for the development of its gold mines. 
The early policy which sought so 
eagerly to promote the development of 
our gold mines, at a time whoa al- 
most every artiolo of consumption was 
imported, was unquestionably a mis. 
takoo one. In California may bo found 
a very practical illustration of what 
wo havo boen saying. With that 
country, as with this, gold-mining was 
a disease ; and it was not until that 
disease abated, aud agriculturo and 
other enduring interests commanded a 
share of attention, that a condition of 
collective well-being was attained. In 
truth it may bo said that California 
only became really prosperous whou it 
bocamo ruralized— when gold-mining 
became ancillary to husbandry. Look 
at California now. Who would dream, 
of guaging its prosperity by tho yield 
of its auriferous grouuds or oount of 
noses of its gold-miners ? That State 
proposes spending twenty million dollars 
a year for five years, in introducing 
population. Is it minora and adven, 
turors they intend bringing? No. 
Theso como and go of thoir own mero 
motion. That largo sum is to bo em- 
ployed in obtaining agriculturists. As 
in California, so here. For years wo 
aont all our treasure away out of tho 
oolony toonrich others; and ran tho 
country in debt to obtain the moans of 
building a highway from tho soaboard 
to the gold minoB. Tho minora wore 
foreign fabrics, worked with foreign im- 
plomonts, consumed foreign productions 
Every Back of beans, every flitch of 
bacon was of foreign growth. But that 
most fatal condition has, happily, passed 
away — or, rather, is passing away. 
Although thero is still too much foreign 
nroduoe oonsumod in this colony, and 
although gold mining still claims an 
undue share of attention, fts compared 
with tho pursuit of agrioulture, yot it ia 
gratifying to observe tho gradual ad- 
justment of interests, as evinced by the 
decroase in consumption of foreign pro. 
duotions; and there ia reason to hope 
that tho day is not far distant when 
British Cnlumbia will boooma an ox. 
nortor of those things for the supply 
of which wo havo too lorig depended 
Dp on our neighbors. But, to return to 
the more immediate object oi the pre. 
mat article, it becomes tho nspooial duty 
of the Government, in view of a large 
influx of gold-aeekors, to diffuse and 
utilise, as much as possible, that human 
tide. If everybody rushes to Ominooa 



to the cosntry. Comtnnnication with 
the gold fields on our Southern frontier 
should be opened op, and thus incomers 
; would bav an opportunity ot seeing 
'the magoifloont agricultural oouutry 
lying south oi tho Eraser River. A 
trail shonld be opened through the con- 
tro of Vanoouoer Island, thereby en" 
abling thoso agricultural and mineral 
resources whiob havo hitherto been in- 
volvod in impenetrable mystory, to be- 
como known. Tho wanting link in the 
arterial highway through the colony 
ought to bo supplied, thus immeasurably 
increasing agricultural sottlemont and 
development in what is now the Queen 
District of the colony f Let it be ob- 
served that these worki would not only 
throw opon now avonues for settlement 
and development, but they would 
create a market for labor,' at the very 
time vi bon labor will be moat needed, 
and when tho omployment of it will 
conduce most largely to pormanent re- 
sults. Wo must 'mako hay while tho 
sun shinea' — the more so because it 
seldom ehinos onus. It i» only whon 
present that we oan hope to direct 
population iuto those moro tenacious 
avonues which promiso better results. 
No mottor how rich Omineca and 
Peaco may prove, wo know woll from 
oxperienoo that tboy will not make 
ovory dovot9o rioh. A certain percent- 
age thero will be in need of other em- 
ployment; and wo should bo most 
solicitous 10 direct persona ooming hero 
in Boarch of gold into those avonues ol 
moro assurod wellbeing presented in 
such profusion by this country. To do 
this is to promoto in tho highest dogree 
tho best interests of tho colony and of 
individuals. 



The Devil Poet, — A Grave Assertion 
that Byron had Ilorns and a Tail. 

An eDlirely new solution of the Byron 
mystery is furnished by a writer in the Ma- 
dras Mail, who says that 1 his father bad it 
from one of Lord Byron's moat intimate 
friends.' According to this lively corres- 
pondent whose story we find in tbo Echo— 

Lord Byroo waB in a sense a devil. In- 
crediblo as the thing may seem to the 
thoughtless, tho handsomest man in Eng- 
land had a email tail, a pair of rudimentary 
horns and short, squab feet dijided iorward 
Irom tbo inetap into two parts instead of 
being furnnbed with toes.

Naval Beards.— Referring to fhe new 
Admirality beard regulations, the London 
<7io8« 88.V8 :— "A abort time since we drew 
attemion to the anomalous position occupied 
by the Royal Marines with regard to the dow 
Admiralty shaving regulations. Since then 
the matter has boen under consideration, aa 
tho following ralher vague announcement ia 
yet.erday's rime* attests :-'An order, which 
has been anxiously expected by the Royal 
Marines, has been received at the head- 
quarters of the Chatham division from the 
Board of Admiralty, respecting the wearing 
of beards. This order gives permission t 
the Royal Ma'iae Light Infantry bencefor 
ward to wear boants. There are .omo^o- 
lationa .—II beards are worn the meoymuft 
U not shave at all , il ibo whisk.M are shaved 
the beard must not be worn, but both beard 
.and whiskers must be shaved ofl ; but the 
•moustache is still to be worn.' We hope 
that this ia an imperfect H ummary of tho order 
issued, for if not.it would appear to bo left 
to each individual officer and man to deter- 
mine whether be shall wear a bean} or shnye 
his cheeks and chin. Tbis,,^ should 
•imagine, can hardly be the iotatation of the 
Admiralty, for the only objeet in issuing the 
order at all was to prevent the leelings ol 
Dreciae generals from b»io|*>otraged by the 
introduction into their gar#eons of a number 
of men with varioua growths of hair. But 
if the Times be right we shall in future see 
onperade ot Chatham and in the other places 
where tbe marines are quartered, three 
varieties of facial hirsute appendages worn 
by men all dressed alike. There will bo tbe 
lines-man with his shaven cbia ; tbero will 
be tho marine who afleots the sailor with 
bis full beard-and there will be the marine 
who, being a soldier, and wishing to look as 
much like a soldier as poasible under the 
circumstances, will appear with bis cheeks 
and chin clcsely shaven, after the manner 
ot & French recruit."

ConBtiuctor has, says tho London limes, 
"slnrted Irom tho American model, and, 
taking the benefit of the cxperieooe gained 
by the Americans during the war betwoen 
the North and the South, be has undoubted" 
ly added in tho brostwork type ol turret ship 
many important features and has fliven the 
Davy a class of turret ship that can go to sea 
and fight in any weather." 

Referring to the above, a San Francisco 
paper makes the following honest coufeesion : 
— "There is no question that our nuvy is weak 
in nggrossiva vessols equal to the emergen- 
cies ol modern warfnro. We may have har- 
bour defencos and floating batteries, but we 
have none ot the imposiug ironclads that be- 
loog to tbe navies of other nations. All tho 
Powore of Europo have numerous war ships 
of the grandest types, ol which our burned up 
Ironsides waa o bumble example. We have 
devoted ourselves to monitor businoss, and 
have left undeveloped the important field 
occupied by such ships as are described above.
